Takes a "No" Vote to Support 


Desert Associates, Ruling 


Today; "Yes" Favors Mill 


New Decision Reverses Original Contention 


That "Y e s" Vote was Vote for Desert; Clerk 


Issues Actual W ording to Appear On Ballot 


Clarifying a situation which has puzzled some voters, 
L. C. Lewis, president of Desert Associates, yesterday de­ 
clared that to vote against unregulated zoning in the des­ 
ert area and to prevent enactment of Ordinance 348-A 
which would permit S. A. Guiberson and his firm to oper­ 
ate without controls, citizens must stamp a “NO" vote on 
the July 26 ballot. 
W ording of the ballot, Lewis'^ 
said, w ill be: 
“Shall

nance, be adopted." 


COUNTY CLERK G. A. Fequeg- 
n a t W ednesday m ade clear the 
w ording to appear on th e ballot 
July 26. 
Pequegnat’s 
ruling 
changed 
th e earlier picture which led to 
som e confusion yesterday. 
He 
h ad said th a t a “Yes” vote would 
favor th e Associates and oppose 
unregulated zoning w hile a “No” 
vote would enable Guiberson to 
•e s ta b lis h his m ill w ithout con­ 
i c s . 
, 
Associates, in their first adver­ 
tisem ents, so stated and today 
w ere recalling th at statem ent. 


PEQUEGNAT took th e entire 
blam e for th e error and said th at 
on advice of County Counsel Earl 
Redwine, 
th e 
correction 
w as 
m ade. 
According to this latest ruling, 
Lewis said, a "No” vote m eans 
th a t th e ordinance shall not be 
adopted w hile a “Yes” vote would 
favor th e m easure and unregu­ 
lated zoning. 
O rdinance 348ft is th e ordi­ 
nance w hich sets up a two-and- 
three-fourths square m ile unreg­ 
u lated zone northw est of Palm 
Springs around the proposed S. 
_ 4. G uiberson cem ent plant. 
It 


is an am endm ent to the county 
basic zoning ordinance.

endum sought by 5701 signers 
on the petitions circulated by 
Desert Associates against lack of 
any controls over the cement 
p lant or an y other industry th at 
m ay seek to locate in the zone. 
A "Yes” vote, he said, will be 
to keep the unregulated zone as 
favored by Supervisors Ed Hill, 
W illiam Slape, W illiam Jones 
over the recom m endations of the 
county planners. 
It would be a 
vote to keep off controls from 
the cem ent plant or any other 
industry w hich m ay locate in 
the sam e zone. 
It would be a 
vote against the referendum . 


LEWIS URGED th a t those op­ 
posing unregulated industry in 
the area keep in m ind th a t a 
"No” vote w ill keep out uncon­ 
trolled factories and business any 
of which could be highly ob­ 
jectionable, more so than the 
cem ent plant, w hile a “Yes” vote 
w ill result in lifting all reg u la­ 
tions. 
"We are cam paigning for a 
resounding “No” vote,” he said. 
“N aturally, G uiberson and his 
friends are out to corral all of 
the "Yes" votes they can.”

Harper also said th a t an invi­ 
tation had been extended county 
supervisors but w hether Ed Hill, 
W illiam Slape or W illiam Jones 
who combined to adopt the ordi­ 
nance g ranting Guiberson his 
unregulated industrial zone will 
attend, he did not know. 
The dinner event starts at 7 
p. m. at the M ission Iin. 
Harper said last night that to 
all purposes, there’ll be no one 
present from the "uncontrolled” 
faction. He already has received 
th e regrets of some, silence from 
others. The regrets can’t see “any 
use” in th e m eeting.

Due to m isinterpretation of the 
referendum County Clerk G. A. 
Pequegnat advised opponents in 
the July 26 ballot battle th at 
Desert Associates needed an af 
firm ative vote, G uiberson et al, 
a negative vote. 
That w as M onday and Desert 
Associates sent out their first a d ­ 
vertisem ents on th at basis, u rg ­ 
ing a “yes” vote w hile those 
favoring no control, advertised 
"no.” 
W e d n e s d a y the 
p i c t u r e 
changed. Pequegnat clarified the 
issue by quoting the exact w ord­ 
ing. So now, to vote for the des­ 
ert and control, a "no” vote is 
necessary while a “yes” vote fa ­ 
vors the cerflent mill. Early a d ­ 
vertising by both sides is wrong.

Follow Lines of 


Hospital District 


Survey of a proposal to align 
Palm Springs township lines w ith 
those of th e new District Hos­ 
pital w hich comes into official 
being July 1, w as under w ay in 
the desert area loday. The pro­ 
posed change would bring tow n­ 
ship lines in to conform ity w ith 
hospital district lines. 
At the present tim e the tow n­ 
ship is only large enough to su p ­ 
port a Class B justice court and 
it is said th a t the acquisition of 
enough area to coincide w ith the 
hospital district th at the tow n­ 
ship m ight then be large enough 
in population to w arrant a Class 
A justice court. Such a move 
would add G arnet, Desert Hot 
Springs, T h o u s a n d P a l m s , 
Rancho M irage and Palm Desert 
to the tow nship. 


ACCORDING to Judge Eugene 
Therieau a Class B justice court 
has civil jurisdiction on cases in ­ 
volving only $300 or less w ith 
little crim inal m isdem eanors in ­ 
volving less th an $1000 or rental 
cases involving $75 per m onth 
rents or less. A Class A court on 
the other h and would take civil 
jurisdiction on m atters up to 
$1000 and a ll m isdem eanors and 
would handle rental cases of $100 
m onthly rent. 
According to the judge the es­ 
tablishing 
of such a court in 
Palm Springs would take a great 
deal of th e load off the over­ 
worked Riverside courts since one 
case in th e ten a t the present 
tim e falls in this category. The 
courts in Riverside, he added, 
are a t present betw een 14 and 
16 m onths behind schedule. 


PERHAPS THE STRONGEST 
and most attractive feature for 
the eventual establishing of a 
Class A justice court in Palm 
Springs according to proponents 
would be the centralizing of the 
activity of closely surrounding 
territory in th e Village. 
The proposal would save m any 
thousands of m iles for persons 
in th e local area who now have 
to travel to Riverside in m inor 
justice court cases. W ith estab-

We will 
need all of th e help we can get.”

By School Board 


M em bers of Palm Springs U ni­ 
fied school district will m eet next 
W ednesday to complete details 
of their prelim inary budget for 
the 1949-50 school year which 
m ust be subm itted to County 
S c h o o l 
Superintendent E. E. 
Sm ith July 1 but the board to ­ 
day still had no definite figures 
because of county and state fac­ 
tors which are still unknown. 
By the 
tim e of next w eek’s 
m eeting, however, Dr. A rthur G. 
Hoff, acting superintendent, said 
the board hopes to have definite 
word from Sacram ento on the 
fate of m easures fixing state aid 
which is expected to be revised 
upw ard, and data on the county 
assessm ent roles w hich w ill de­ 
term ine the tax rate. 


DUE TO THE RAPIDLY in 
creasing 
enrollm ent 
in 
local 
schools a boost In the budget for 
the new year is anticipated. The 
board is, however, w orking on a 
plan to spread the teacher load 
in a m anner which will not ne­ 
cessitate too great an addition to 
the staff to handle the growth. 
Another factor in the budget 
w ill 
be 
increases 
in 
salaries 
voted teachers for the coming 
year. 


AFTER THE BUDGET goes to 
Superintendent Sm ith for survey 
and revision it w ill be returned 
to the local board for final adop­ 
tion and then, after publication 
in July, public hearings will be 
held the first week in A ugust as 
provided by state law . In the 
past years the public has ignored 
these budget hearings. 
L ast y ear’s combined budget 
for elem entary and high school 
needs in the district w as $596,330. 
$90,000 of which w as for capital 
outlay and $30,000 for reserve.

Councilm an Florian Boyd and 
City A ttorney Roy Colegate re­ 
ported yesterday from W ashing­ 
ton by telephone to The Desert 
Sun th a t today is to be a crucial 
day in th e struggle for better 
legislation for the Agua C aliente 
Indian r e s e r v a t i o n of Palm 
Springs—which, if passed, ac­ 
cording to the attorney, it w ill 
be the first for the local Indians 
in nine years. 
W ith both m en w orking stren u ­ 
ously on the draft of a proper 
hill agreeable to everyone con­ 
cerned—the departm ent of In ­ 
dian Affairs, Representative John 
Phillips, A ttorney O liver Clark, 
and the City of Palm Springs, 
they have been at w ork every 
night until a t least m idnight 
since they arrived in W ashing­ 
ton m ore th a n a week ago. 


SCHEDULED TO MEET this 
m orning w ith the fu ll congres­ 
sional comm ittee, th e tw o city 
leaders are hopeful of th a t com ­ 
m ittee’s "reporting out” w ith a 
“clean bill.” The sub com m ittee 
is 
headed 
by 
R epresentative 
Toby M orris of O klahom a an d 
num bers seven congressm en. 
M ain points of the b ill w hich 
have not been Included previous­ 
ly b ut are being subm itted today 
for final approval (providing it 
is printed and m ade ready for 
the com m ittee) is th e inclusion 
of a golf course in sections 26 
and 35, a lease on the airport in 
section 18 and part of section 12

THE PAUSE THAT REFURBISHES—Summertime is fix­ 
up-time and planning time in Palm Springs. Streets are 
torn up, new building is rushed along and interiors of 
stores are remodeled and redecorated. Plans are being 
formulated by civic groups and business firms for the 
coming Winter season. The Village goes into the “round­ 
house” once a year for repairs and a complete check-up. 
Except for a slaek-up in new building, the community will 
be busier than ever this Summer. Some important plans 
and improvements are in the making. 
First on the list, of course, is the Mt. San Jacinto Tram­ 
way. Final inspection at the site was made a couple of 
weeks ago and a bid on the engineering wonder is expected 
by August 1st. The Tramway Authority can then sell the 
required amount of bonds and let the contract. If all goes 
well, work will be started next January. There is no doubt 
that much new development in the area is being planned 
right now—to be started when the tramway is definitely 
assured. 
. 
. 
The municipal improvement program is keeping a lot 
of people on the job and working overtime. Plans are being 
rushed on the various improvements, particularly the 
Field Club and the beautification of Palm Canyon with 
new palm trees and lighting. The street will also be re­ 
surfaced this Summer by the state highway department. 
So our “main drag” is really going to be looking better 
by Fall. 
Largest single construction job is the new bank of 
America building in the middle of town. Many new homes 
are going up all over town also. Besides the new bank 
building, plans are being completed for many other im­ 
provements in “The Center,” home of The Desert Sun. 
The new school at Palm Desert is coming along fast and 
will be completed by Fall. 
The chamber of commerce, hotel and apartm ent house 
owners group, newly organized merchants association and 
numerous other civic groups are working on plans that 
will benefit the community as a whole and improve busi­ 
ness conditions. The trend is toward more coordination 
among the community’s many organizations. 
The election on July 26th, about which Desert Sun 
subscribers have read much, will create a lot more activity 
this Summer as the Desert Associates carried on a cam­ 
paign to defeat the creation of a decontrol (M-2) zone for 
heavy industry near the Palm Springs station. Although 
it has developed into a county-wide issue, the desert area 
is most vitally concerned. (More about the campaign 
later). 
We at The Desert Sun are also making plans for many 
improvements in this newspaper to take effect in the 
early Fall.

Mrs. M ereon Sim pkins, chapter 
chairm an of w ater safety, w arned 
th at the sim ple safety precau­ 
tions, w hich save lives, m ust con­ 
tin u ally be im pressed on v aca­ 
tioning kids w ho will flock to 
beaches, 
lakes 
and 
pool* 
for 
bathing. 
“Barring acts of God and some 
classes of accidents, there is a l­ 
m ost no excuse for the drow ning 
toll each Sum m er," she declared. 
"Boys and g irls are n atu rally 
exhuberent and in the excite­ 
m ent of play they often forget 
precautions w hich keep them out 
of trouble. So parents m ust be 
w atchful, and insist th a t safety 
rules be observed.” 
Mrs. Sim pkins listed several 
basic rules of w ater safety: 
1. Never sw im alone, anytim e 
or anyplace. 2. Don’t swim or 
dive in unknow n waters. 3. W ait 
a t least one an d one h alf hours 
after m eals before going in the 
w aters. 4. D on't try to show off 
skills or ab ilities you don't have. 
5. If you can't swim, don’t bathe 
if there is likelihood of getting 
beyond your depth. 6. Even if 
you are a good swimmer, stay 
w ithin sight an d hearing of a 
lifeguard. 7. If you are a begin­ 
ner. stay w here you can touch 
b o t t o m . 8. W et cem ent decks 
around pools are slippery: w alk 
and be safe. 9. Cold w ater uses 
a great deal of body energy, so 
lim it sw im s to short periods.

Intyre, county w elfare director, 
said Tuesday. 
Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties w ill be the first to go 
under state adm inistration under 
term s of Proposition Four, voted 
last November, in southern C ali­ 
fornia and the state has m ade 
arrangem ents 
for 
the 
present 
county w elfare department head ­ 
quarters at the county seat. M c­ 
Intyre estim ated between 70 and 
75 county em ployees w ill go d i­ 
rectly into state jobs. 


THE MOVE APPARENTLY w ill 
leave the county without q u ar­ 
ters or personnel for the con tin ­ 
ued adm inistration of the county 
w elfare program and county su ­ 
pervisors are said to be looking 
for facilities. 


Under the term s of Proposition 
Four, approved by voters in the 
November election, the state is to 
adm inistrate more generous pay­ 
m ents to aged and blinjl. No im ­ 
m ediate 
m achinery was m ade 
available and the state signed 
contracts w ith counties to con­ 
tinue tem porary adm inistration 
of the program until the state is 
able to tak e over. 
Checks w ent to 5425 aged pen­ 
sioners and 176 blind persons in 
Riverside county in May. 


BUT THE JOB of adm inistering 
w elfare aid to indigent persons, 
needy 
children, 
partially 
self 
supporting blind and overseeing 
boarding hom es and foster homes 
w as left w ith the counties. 
Riverside county has 395 needy 
children, 368 general 
indigent 
cases, two partially self support­ 
ing blind persons, 60 boarding 
home children on the rolls.

Lime Chiffon Pie 
(Makes 1 9-lnch pie) 
1 tablespoon unflavored gelatin 
14 cup cold w ater 
4 eggs, separated 
1 cup sugar 
14 cup lime Juice 
14 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons grated lime rind 
Green Food coloring 
1 9-lnch crumb shell 
Dissolve gelatin In cold water. 
Beat egg yolks; add 14 cup sugar, 
lime Juice and salt. Cook over 
hot water, stirring constantly, 
until thickened. Add grated rtnd 
and gelatin. Stir until gelatin 
la dissolved. Tint a pale green 
with the food coloring. Cool. Beat 
remaining egg whites until stiff 
but not dry; add remaining sugar 
slowly, beating after each addi­ 
tion; fold Into lime mixture Pour 
Into crumb crust; chill until Arm. 
This may be decorated with 
whipped crea m, If desired.
